at Gettysburg as the man in blue, even 
if you come in the old gray uniform 
wHieTfyori we're at Gettysburg"5(Tyears 
ago." the Governor said. 


"Whether the uniform be of blue or 


gray, the wearer will be heartily wel- 
come. No one has greater admiration 
for the Confederate soldier and for the 
superb manner in which he fought his 
battles than 1 have. As Pennsylvania 
Is the bost. all that need concern you 
as representatives of the several States 
is the bringing of your veteran sol- 
diers here. Pennsylvania will do the 
rest, and we hope our guests will en- 
joy the occasion as much as will the 
host."

States it was stated that it was feared 
for a time that the cumber would have 
to be restricted to those who actually 
engaged in the battle but it is now con- 
sidered likely that all those who 
fought in the war will be invited to go 
to Gettysburg.

CAREER OF CAPTAIN LANIUS 


HERO OF THE FAMOUS EIGHTY- 


SEVENTH RliGI ME KT. 


He Was the Head of Trolley Organi- 


zation Huilding Lines in 


Adams County. 


In the death of Capt. William H. 


Lanius, which occured at his resi- 
dence. Tuesday ai'teuioou of last week, 
York loses one oi' its most pi ogress!vt* 
citizens and active business men—u 
man whom many declare did more 
than any other individual for the de- 
velopment of that city. Jn the evil wai 
in matters historical, in finance, in 
street car and steam lines, real es- 
tate development, and in many other 
directions were his interests placec 
and a number of the most importanl 
things which Yorkers now enjoy hac 
their conception in the master mind 
of Capt. Lanius, as they had the bene- 
fit of his energy, farsightedness anc 
pluck to bring them to fruition. 


He was the head of the trolley or- 


ganization, building the trolley line 
from Hanover to Littlestown. and lat- 
ter'from \EcSherrystown to Conowago 
Chapel, which was being extended ~to 
Xew Oxford and projected to Getrjs- 
burg. rights of way having been se- 
cured for almost the entire distance. 


His fathers ancestors were promin- 


ent in the history of the Moravian 
church and were among the earliest 
German settlers west of the Susoue- 
hanna river. For several generations

the West End Improvement company, 
a land company that opened up and 
improved the western part of York. 
In December. 1888, ne was chosen 
president of the Baltimore and Harris- 
burg Railway company (Eastern ex- 
tension), a line built from York to 
Porters and later controlled by the 
Western 
Maryland. 
This 
railroad, 


when opened for traffic in 1893, gave 
an important impetus to the growth 
and development of York. 


The date of its opening marks the 


beginning of a new era in the business 
and manufacturing interests of York 
for a large number of industrial plants 
were at once established and the fi- 
nancial 
institutions 
and 
business 


houses began to grow rapidly. Captain 
Lanius remained at the head of the 
railroad from 1888 until 1906. Feeling 
the necessity for rapid transit about 
the time York was to be incorporated 
into a city. Captain Lanius organized 
the York Street Railway company, of 
which he served as president and ac- 
tive head until the various lines were 
constructed on the leading streets of 
the city. This project met with so 
much encouragement that in 1900 the 
York Traction company was organized, 
which extended trolley lines to vari- 
ous centers of population in the coun- 
ty. He remained at the head of this 
enterprise until 1906. when its inter- 
ests were disposed of to other per- 
sons. He was a director of the York 
Hotel company. 


Captain Lanius was president of the

and always lent his efforts in promot- 
ing .the welfare of the * institution of 
which he was vice president, a trustee 
and a life member.

the r.Oth Anniversary of the Battle of 
Gettysburg Commission, demons!rated 
in a' most disagreeable way last \veelt 
liis total unfitness both to be a mem- 
ber ot" the Commission and to preside 
over its sessions.

He exhibited a 
bias and prejudice against the people 
of Gettysburg that prevent him from

town. Governor Tener owes it to the 
success of the celebration; owes it to 
all the difficulties to prepare- for the 
•celebration and owes it to the fair 
•name of Gettysburg to ask General 
TTagner for his resignation as a mem- 
Der of the Commission. His resigna- 
-Tion would do more than any one thing 
50" make things go forward smoothly. 


General Wagner last week insulted 


Gettysburg and her people by declar- 
ing 'that "they were neither patriotic 
nor progressive enough to sacrifice a 
little" to" make the celebration a suc- 
cess.

This commu- 


-aity has outdone itself again and again 
-:as the host in extending hospitality to 
-veterans and visitors so that organiza- 
tions vote again and again to return 
"iere. Ever since this celebration be- 
•tgan Gettysburg has been foremost in 
•promoting it and it is possible because 
Tier citizens did not wait to be asked 
"for suggestions that they are now as- 
saulted with declarations of being un- 
patriotic. In the face of such declara- 
tion his presence on the Commission 
2s an affront to the citizenship of this 
^community, and he should be made 
-zo pay the piice of bad temper, and his 
inclination to do and say the impolite 
and discourteous thing whenever Get- 
tysburg is mentioned. It is possible 
for a man in his attitude of mind to do 
some irreparable injury to this com- 
csnunity and his resignation would
